The caim and sunshine which GN per ed to pre- 
vail at Wasiington, have suddenly andergoue an 
Ominous revolut.en, and in their stead, we have 
the first Mutterings of a storm that will be cele 
throughout the land, and whichif the people are 
not wire and vigilant, Will Carry in its train the 
most awful Consequences.

Joba Quincy Adams wrote a wok against one of 
the best political Works €ver peoued, $ mean the 
Ricurs or Man, and in delence ot ihe bh NGitsu 
ConsTitTUTion; in that work he demed the right 
of the People to alter their Constitution — This wa. 
writen ata time too, when the friends of Liberty 
were ex: rling themselves to obtain ther Rogui, oot 
by violence, but by petition and remonstrance; be- 
sides, his letter to Alexander Smyth, ts a convincing 
proof that be still reta:us the same principies, viz: 
those of mona: chy. 

As Mr. Adams has eulogised the Finglish Con. 
stitution, let us see what aic some of the effects re- 
sulting from the operation of that sysiem, and sius- 
iar effects may we expect if Mr. Adams becomes 
President. 

in the first place, the /’ress is Free, or not free 
according to the dispusitiun of the Attorne, Gene- 
ral. When Sir Wm. Garrow was Attorney Geoe- 
ral, very few suffered fur writing or expressing their 
opinions; but the case was far differeut under the 
Attorney Generalship of Sir Viceroy Gibbs.— 
There were very few writers aud speakers who op- 
posed the measurcs of government, that were not 
imprisoned, fined, and held to bail: the edetor of 
the London Stalesman was imprisoned fuur aada 
half years. and then was under the necessity of pe- 
titioung Parliament for bis liberation, ou account 
of bis health and circumstances. 

The Attorney General can, at any time, serve 
any writer or printer with an ex-officio infor, ation 
to appear at the next term, when that term 
comes be can put it off till the next, or tu any term 
he cheoses; when the defendant is tricd, bis jury as 
a special one, chosen by the Crown; if he gaims the 
cause (which ts seldom the case) he cauuot receive 
damages, but if he loses, be is fined, imprisoned, 
and bound to keep the peace; this is tue state of 
the Press in England. 

There ave but comparatively few vorers, not one 
man. J should suppose, out of twenty. The qu lifica 
liens of votcrs are various, and some of ivem very 
insignificant; when aman votes, his age, name, 
residence, and the person for whom he votes, is 
written in @ bovk, kept for that purpose; when the 
elect.on is ended, each candidate examines the pol!- 
book to see whether any of his workmen hare vo- 
ied against him.

Latest from Europe. 


By the arrival of the ship Amethyst, at 
Boston from Liverpool, with dates to the 
evening of the 3d January, the following 
intelligence, is received: 

Mr. O’ Connell—The trial of this gen- 
tleman was to commence on the 3d Jan- 
uary. ‘he Dublin Morning Post says, 
that “never since the memorable proceed- 
ings of 1812, was public anxiety roused 
up to So intensea pitch.” The active and 
intelligent agent of Mr. O'Connell has 
been most indefatigable in his exertions, 
while Mr. O’Connell himself has not been 
inactive to his own case, which he means 
to defend in propria persona. The coun- 
sel engajred for the defendant are Messrs. 
Wallace. K. C. Holmes, Perrin, O Log- 
hian, and Shell.
